He has been experim enting for five 
years and after alm ost giving up hit 
nj>on the idea accidentally. He was ex 
perim enting to tem per copper, and in 
diagust threw a piece of the warm 
m etal on the floor. 
W hen he picked it 
up, it was perfectly welded to a small 
piece of steel 
The copper had lieen 
treated by a liquid not intended for the 
purpose, hut which proved the m aterial 
to render it possible to be welded. 
He repeated the experim ent several 
times, each tim e employing a larger 
piece of m etal and m eeting w ith the 
same hucccss 
He show* how' the weld 
mg is accomplished in his little m achine 
shop, but will not disclose the natu re 
of the m aterials used until he has se* 
cured a patent on his secret.

English officers Captain 
Fraser is exceedingly conservative in all

«f half the world are fixed. During the 
fest week of his arrival at Manila Cap­ 
tain Fraser was introduced to Admiral 
Rewey by the British consul, and dined 
with him on the Olympia at the cus­ 
tomary Saturday evening gathering 
Speaking of this banquet.

Captain Fraser says that Dewey ex­ 
ercises a wonderful influence over every 
one with whom he comes in contact. 
He is fairly worshiped by the army aud 
navy alike, and his appearance on shore 
always gives rise to an ovation. “ I be­ 
lieve,' he says. “ that Admiral Dewey 
can thank his exceeding tem perate hab­ 
its for the fact that he is now alive. He 
smokes very little, drinks hardly any­ 
thing and eats sparingly, his diet being 
chiefly fruits 
In manner he appeared 
to me quiet, unassuming and always 
courteous 
The terrible strain imposed 
on bim makes him appear absorbed, but 
that he is not without humor may be 
judged from several anecdotes I heard 
in regard to him. 
“ About the end of January he was 
shown a copy of the Manila Times, with 
the following extract, translated from 
the Republica Filipina 
‘A splendid 
demonstration of the Cavite women, 
without distinction of class or age. 
unanimously requested with enthusiasm 
to be perm itted to take the place of the 
men if the men perish in the struggle 
against the Americans for the defense 
of the independence of the Philippines 
They say th at. irrespective of the weak 
ness of their >e\. love of their country 
will make them strong and will anim ate 
th* iii to lo** n combat against the Amer 
leans. 
“ Admiral Dewey laughed heartily 
when lie read it and exclaimed to the 
officers around him, ‘Boys. I will have 
to send all the single men on the fleet 
ashore to mal i v these women, or we are 
undone! 
Then, turning to the chief 
officer of the Olympia, ‘Kindly call for 
volunteers' 
.Shortly after it was an 
nonnced that Hobson would join the 
forces at Manila the toaet previously 
mentioned wa** made that the Cavite 
women would tight with the insurgents 
against the Americans- 
After reading 
the communication Admiral Dewey 
handed it to one of his officers with the 


resistance, but to turn our backs to it 
and I* t it carry os where it pleased 
The balloon gradually rose, aud at 3 
o clock we crossed the Austrian frontier 
at an elevation of 5,200 feet at terrific 
speed 
We decided to sink the balloon 
aud safely brought her to a standstill at 
the village of Baguska, in Galicia, 423 
miles from Berlin as the crow Hies. at 
4 o’clock 
■•This is the fastest balloon trip on 
record, the previous record being held 
by a pair of French aeronauts, who 
traveled four 
hours at OO miles an 
hour.' 
The feat has excited great in ­ 
terest in Berlin. The three officers were 
especially complimented by the kaiser
